i. Hie on a CAIRO IT mailer who has been discovered to be en SFS 

Spits el* The SFS DOES ROT KNOW THAT CADROIT HAS DISCOVERED 
THE ATTEMPTED PENETRATION* Two types of control letters had bean 
included in the material given the mailer to mall from Bast Berlin* 

Only one type (with W* Berlin return addresses) had ever been 
returned* The ijqp* relatively new type of control ttter (with 
return addressee located in small villages located in the Fedrap 
very near the border) had not been returned* It was suspected that 
the mailer might not bare been sending all of his letters, or at 
least that something was wrong. Another mailer was given the 
task of survellling the Spitzel. On the first attempt, the Spite el 
was observed getting his letters from the CA DROIT Volkswagen, 
but succeeded in jumping from en S-B^hn car too rapidly to be 
followed further* This help incident repeated itself on the 
second attempt* On the third observation, the Spitzel was followed 
into Bast Berlin where, after appropriate changes of direction, etc* 
he was picked up by a dark car bearing police number* Discussion 
with CARBO showed following know of above details of oaeet 
fiadahs froelich (chief of Org.

that C LL3 did not want flroelich and CARBO to attempt an Immediate 

doubling operation, but saw the wisdom of treating the case 

slowly and carefully* For CART* COiMBRT* There are many possibilities 

which this case appears to possess* The Spitzel could be turned 

over to an African handler aftefc a suitable period, in order to 
convince the SFS that they have the makings of a valuable penetration.

3. C-3( briefed CXHBO that he hoped independent action would be taken 
within a fairly short period of time to remove the KAISER problem from 
GAEBOIT through an outside approach. CARBO fait that the furniture firm 
(Hnebner) could be stalled until 31 Uay, The bank could probably also be 
fended off from repossessing Aor a couple of weeks. Meanwhile, the CARB0HTDRATB 
contact with KAISER teems to be paying real dividend#, since his attitutde 

has changed omnslderafelp from what it was when he was in touch with the 
Soslalu$. KAISER volunteered to go to the ^oiialamt and apologise far 
his letter.
